Two of the Men Arrested Have Been Trans- 
ported to Cheyenne. 

Curvenwe, Wyo., April 15.— Dr. C. B. Pen- 
rose and Ed Towse,a newspaper man, who 
accompanied the cattlemen now under pro- 
tection of the troops at Fort McKinney in 
their ill-fated expedition against the rust lers, 
are safe. Dr. Penrose was brought 
in last night, having been arrested while 
making his way across the Cheyenne from 
Bordeau. Towse was arrested at Gillette. 
Theré two men accompanied the cattlemen’s 
party, one out of curiosity and the 
to report the operations.

„This company, said Prof. Ives, agreed 
to transport all paintings to this country free 
of cost to their authors, and further agreed to 
sell them.

Cummings, Kate Reily’s American manager, 
renewed his flattering offers and induced 
Mrs. Wade to come to Chicago to take the 
management of the Chicago branch, 
Why Mr. Cuumings Was Horsewhitpped. 
Mrs. Wade accepted the offer and came 
to this city. In the meantime the 
money that had been promised her had 
not been paid, and early in March, when 
Cummings was in Chicago on business, Mra. 
Wade, through her lawyer, demanded her 
atrears. Cummings, through the lawyer, 
called Mrs. Wade several uncomplimentary 
names, so it is said, and accused her of an 
attempt to blackmail him. Out of this indis- 
cretion grew the horsewhipping which Cum- 
mings received at the irate Mr. Wade’s 
hands. Next Special Agent John A. Scanian 
of the Treasury Department learned of the re- 
ported irregularities, and with Mrs. Wade’s 
help seized five Persian wraps, which Kate 
Reily is said to have smuggled in on her last 
visit to America. New York custom officials 
were promptly notitied, and an investigation 
has been commenced which threatens to un- 
earth developments that will be exceedingly 
unpleasant for the people coneerned. The 
Inspector of Foreign Labor also interested 


himself and got the names of the English’ 


women, whom Maj. Griffiths and his wife lured 
to the United States. Finally Mr. Wade has 
threatened to bring action for slander against 
Cummings if he ever again sets foot within 
the State, 

Immediately after the horsewhjpping Cum- 
mings discharged Mrs. Wade from his em- 
ploy, but neglected to pay her several hundred 
dollars salary which it is claimed he still owes 
her. The money was formally demanded of 
Miss Agnes Jane Oddie, who manages the 
Kate Reily establishment on Michigan av- 
ende, but the demand was ignored. Kate 
Reily, who is now in England, was informed 
of the trouble, but no answer to the demand 
was received. It looked as if Mr. Wade were 
playing a losing game, but he fully understood 
the situation and bided his time. That time 
came yesterday afternoon, and with the aid of 
the constabie and writ he succeeded in ex plod- 
ing a bomb of telling magnitude in the Reily- 
Gritfiths-Cummings’ camp. 

Enters a Minion of the Law. 

Probably yesterday was the busiest day in 
the year in the Reily establishment. All day 
long stylish turnouts drew up before the shop 
and carried away great pasteboard boxes filled 
with garments to be worn with the state- 
liest post-leuten effect on the morrow. 
Shortly after 3 o’clock a man in u brown 
overcout and derby hat to match rang the 
electric door-bell, He was ushered into the 
“waiting apartment byea liveried colored 
servitor, who bore the. letters K. R.“ em- 
broidered in his coat-collar. 

Is your manager in?“ he asked. 

Dat mus’ be Miss Jane Oddie, sah-—she’s 
in, Sah!“ was the answer as the servunt disap- 
peared up the stairway in search.of Kate 
Reily’s head dressmaker. 

But Miss Jane was busy with a customer 
whose carriage was waiting outside and it was 
twenty minutes before she could respond to 
her male Faller. As she entered the room the 
visitor arose. 

“ H’m, but this is Miss Oddie, I believe?“ 

It is, sir. What do you want!“

Sar- 
casm was wasted, and finally the heavy en- 
trance door closed on a sorrowing circle. The 
attached garments were taken to the con- 
stable’s office, No. 80 Dearborn street, where 
they will remain until the date of returning 
the writ. 

Six Chicago women who had hoped to 
blossom out in bright Easter raiment. are 
made victims of Mr. Wade’s satisfaction. But 
the six-fold satisfaction, if translated into 
rage, would not equal the feelings of Miss Ag- 
nes Jane Oddie, the sole Chicago manager of 
Mrs. Kate Reily-Griffiths. 

The guwus which were seized were pretty 
and elaborate. One, which would doubtless 
have been worn by its fair purchaser this 
the constable only waited 
twenty minutes longer, had the basting- 
threads still in it. 


Some of the Captured Garments, 

An artistic tea gown belonging to Mrs. 
Elliott Zborowski, better known, perhaps, as 
Mme. de Stuers, was among the robes that 
Kate Reily and her assistants mourn as lost. 
It was a princess gown of heavy black 
satin, brocaded’ with small blue flowers. 
It was made witha long train and a soft, 
full front of pale blue silk, over which was 
draped fine Chantilly lace. The sleeves were 
of the plain silk, lace covered, and were tied 
at the elbows and wrists with pale blue and 
olive ribbons. A high ruff of the black lace 
finished the neck. The girdle was formed of 
the two shades of ribbon, 

A striking dress for afternoon wear was of 
scarlet silk, heav.ly corded, Ihe demi-train 
was edged with feathery black silk trimming. 
The round waist was joined to. the skirt by 
several rows of shirring, half concealed by a 
twisted ribbon girdle. Black lace covered 
the yoke, from which folds of silk fell soft 
and full to the waist line, Broad revers of 
black velvet outlined the yoke. The sleeves 
were finished with pointed .velvet cuffs. This 
was one of the new models recently brought 
from Paris. 

The Constable Took This One, Too. 


A pretty blue and white striped foulard silk 
had a perfectly plain skirt and an elaborate 
coat bodice trimmed with revers of dark blue 
velvet, opening over 4 waisteoat of 
heavy blue silk. Collar, cuffs and revers were 
all outlined with a narrow band of silver and 
amber ! assementerie. The coat was slashed 
broadly back and front. The sleves were wide 
and full. 

A pink cotton gown of no great value either 
from an artistic or a pecuniary point of view, 
and two smart Russian coats ended the list of 
captures. 

One of the coats was of black figsured crepe. 
very tine and soft. It was made as much like 
the blouse worn by a Russian peasant as 
possible, the material being gathered 
full into the collar band and falling from it al- 
most to the knees. In the back was a deep 
Watteau plait, under which the girdle passed. 
This belt, like the high standing collar and 
narrow cuffs, was of jet and turquoise pas- 
sementerie.

BOOM IN THE ANTHRACITE STOCKS. 


Strong Suspicion That Some of Them Are 


Being Manipulated. — 

New Lon, April 16.—[Special. }—If the 
average trader in Wall street had been asked 
ten days ago if there was much chance of a 
rise in the anthracite stocks he? would proba- 
bly have replied that, with the possible excep- 
ticn of Reading, there was little likelihood of 
such athing because these stocks were high 
to the divi- 
dends they paid. Yet it is just these stocks 
which have risen most the last week. 
Lackawanna is un, Jersey Central is 
up, Delaware and Hudson is up, and Reading 
has risen from 55 to 61. That the latter stock 
should haye advanced is not 9 surpris- 
ing. At 55 the stock might be considered in 
equilibrium. It was neither too high nor too 
low in the opinion of the general run of spec 
ulators, measured by the prospects of the 
company under the new combination. But it 
is obvious from the events of the 
week that the capitalists who are back 
of the great co deal haye different 
ideas from the aver outsider as to 
the value of the stocks, else they would not 
have been buying them as they have. Neither 
would it seem they were in any way de- 
terred from buying them by Gov. Abbett’s 
veto of the Reading bill. Indeed, it might be 
reasoned that if the leases of the Lehigh Val- 
ley and Jersey Central roads to the Reading 
are of doubtful validity there, was all the 
more cause to concentrate, the ownership of 
the several stocks as much as possible, since 
only by such concentration of ownership can 
the combination be maintained and made ef- 


‘fective. 


That a majority of Reading stock is locked 
up and only a minority left afloat may be as- 
sumed as a certainty, for this is obviously as 
necessary to the end sought as was the ac- 

uirement of a controlling interest in the 
1. road, the purchase of which 
caused a rise in the stock from 141 to 165. 
With only a minority of Reading stock afloat 
that is to say, less than 200,000 full shares 
there is no cause for surprise in any gyrations 
the stock may describe in the speculative 
markets, since such an amount must be the 
easiest sort of thmg for a_ clique 
of big capitalists to handle. It has been as- 
se that they could with little trouble make 
it sell at par, and it is quite possible they 
could, but it is obvious that manipulation of 
this sort would be exceedingly impolitic since 
no one could be persuaded that the stock on 
its merits is at present worth 2 near 
such a price, whatever the future may have in 
To make such @ quotation for it, 
therefore, would be equivalent to proclaiming 
that there was no longer a free market for it; 
that it was cornered, in fact, which immedi- 
ately kills any stock. As to what Reading is 
really worth tried by an investment standard, 
which is what income it is likely to return to 
the permanent hoider, there are too many 
elements of uncertainty for anything but looss 
guesses. At one time Reading paid 10 per 
cent. dividend. It has since paid nothing and 
been assessed. 

An estimate was several weeks ago given as 
to what the Reading gs mg might earn un- 
der the new ¢onditions. It was given merely 


as an estimate, representing the sanguine - 


views of friends of the property, and the re- 
mark was made that estimates of this kind go 
often very much astray. These figures pro- 
vided for 10 per cent dividends on the stocks 
of the leased roads before the Reading got 
anything.

They concede the power of the insiders to 
handle them in the market about as they 
please so long as money continues a drug, but 
as to their value from brilliant expectations of 
the future it may disappear rapidly before a 
hardening money market ana active calling of 
loans by banks and trust companies. Never- 
theless, there is no present danger of money 
becoming active so far as can be seen now. 

In Bagiand high government officials do not 
hesitate to say that the current: year is likely 
to be a poor one for trade. That means little 
demand for money. With us general trade is 
slack and prices of great staples are low. 
That also means lessened demand for money. 
Hence interest rates are low. Hence, also, 
while assured . dividend-paying stocks are 
mounting to prices which make the dividends 
they pay look small by comparison, there is a 
tendency to buy dividend payera about which 
there is less security and which have been 
quoted at a discount representing that feeling. 
Any one can look over the list and pick them 
out. They will be found mainly among the 
gas and industrial shares. Some of these 
have advanced the last week, notably Consol- 
idated Gas, which has risen four points. 


GEORGIA CONVICTS DISARM THE GUARDS. 


Complaints About Bad Food Leid to Re- 
bellion—No Surrender. 

CnATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 16.—The Geor- 
gia convicts in camp at Chickamauga have 
been complaining for some time of bad food 
and ill treatment. Their conduct caused 
many to be punished and all be- 
came sullen. Last nigut they resolved. to 
rebel, When called to work this morning 
they refused to respoud. When the guards 
entered their quarters to compel thein to go 
out the prisoners overpowered the guards, 
captured their arms, barricaded their quar- 
ters, and refuse to capitulate. The guards, 
reinforced by citizens with guns, have bo- 
sieged the convicts, and their attitude is 
threatening and possibly dangerous. The 
pa nly of Walker County was sent for to 
assist. 


RECOVERED THE $75.000 OF PLUNDER. 


Bonds and Notes Stolen from a Wisconsin

the Funeral of Judee L. C. F. Freer. 

Harvey D. Colvin died yesterday afternoon 
in Jacksonville, Fla., at the residence of his 
som John H. Colvin. For over a year he has 
been ix poor health as the result of injuries 

recdived by falling from a cable-car. Dec. 17 

last he left for Florida with his wife and son, 

Horatio J. Colvin, and family in the hope of 

recovering hig strength. The reports which 

have been received since have been of a favor- 
able nature and the announcement of his 
death yesterday came as a surprise to his son, 

Geotge P. Colvin of this city. The party in 

Jacksonville were expecting to leave soon for 

Hot Springs, Ark., to meet Miss Libbie Col- 

vin, a daughter of Harvey D. Colvin, pho 

‘was awaiting them. 

The party leaves Jacksonville today and will 
probably arrive in Chicago with the remains 


| Tuesday next. The funeral will be held from 


the late residence, No. 589 Dearborn avenue, 
but no definite arrangements have been made 


yet. 

(Harvey D. Colvin was born in Pennsylvania 
Dec. 18, 1513. His boyhood was spent upon a 
farm, summers, attending 
school in the winter months. When still a boy 
he moved to Little Falls, N. 1. While there he 
was agent for Livingston, Fargo & Co., who were 
coudueting an express business. Mr. Colvin held 
the position of Town Supervisor when a resident 
of this placg. In 1854 he came to Chicago at the 
solicitation of Henry Kip, General Saperintend- 
ent of the United States Express company, and 
accepted a position as agent for that concern. 
He was connected with the company until the 
time of his death. He retired from active service 
Sept. 1, 1855, but accepted the superintendeney as 
an honorary position, which paid him his accus- 
tomed salary. 

n politics Mr. Colvin was a Democrat. In 1874, 
however, he was elected Mayor of Chicago as a 
candidate of the People’s party. He was one of 
the citizens who signed a call for the meeting 
held at Bryan Hall Jan. 5, 1861, at which it was 
decided to support the Union and the Constitu- 
tion. Aug. 10 of the same year he became a mem- 
ber of the Union Defense committee. In 1883 he 
was a director of the Equitable Insurance com- 
pany. 

While not a church member Mr. Colvin leaned 
toward Presbyterianism. He was generous iu 
disposition and had many warm friends among 
his business acquaintances. By the employés of 
the United States Express company he was gen- 
erally beloved. Having but few educational ad- 
vantages as a boy he was a well-read man never- 
theless, and a specimen of the best type of self- 
made, man. 8 

Mr, Colvin married Miss Nancy Churchill of 
Little Falls, N. V., by whom he is survived. There 
are five children living, two sons and two daugh- 
ters being residents of Chicago, and John H. Col- 
vin living at Jacksonville, Fla.

DEATH OF A VaTHERAN ATTORNEY. 


John Lyle King Succumbs to Neuralgia of 
the Heart. 
John Lyle King, an active practitioner at 


the Chicago bar durmg the last thirty-six . 


years, died in this city yesterday morning of 
neuralgia of the heart, at the age of 67. Al- 
though ailing for some weeks past, his condi- 
tion was not regarded as serious, and he was 
engaged in his accustomed professional du- 
ties until a few days before his death. He 
spent the evening preceding his death reading 
in his room, retiring at about 11 o’clock, with 
no premonition of his speedy end. He died 
two hours later, peacefully and without pain, 
pasting away in a gentle slumber. | 
Mr. Kung was born at Madison, Ind., Jai. 
24, 1825. He graduated at Hanover College 
and begun the study of the law in the office of 
his uncle, Wilberforce Lyle, an eminent law- 
yer of Madison. Soon after his admission to 
the bar he formed a partnership with S. C. 
Stevens, formerly aJudge of the Supreme 
Court of Indiana and well known as one of the 
early abolitionists of that State. In 1852 he 
was elected a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the first Legislature assembled 


of a ode of procedure, in which meas- 
ures Mr. King bore a conspicuous part. A re- 
union of the survivors of this Legislature was 
held at Indianapolis a few years since, at 
which he delivered an eloquent address which 
attracted much attention.

PACKERS CAN KILL IN MILWAUKEE. 


Defeat of an Attempt to Drive the Slauch- 

Mitwavxer, Wis,, April 16. —[Special. ]— 
The Common Council this evening indefinitely 
postponed the ordinance preventing the fur- 
ther slaughtering of animals within the city 
after May 1, 1898. A special meeting of the 
Council, called to consider th proposed ordi- 
nance, attracted to the Council chamber a 
large number of people, among them the lead- 
ing packers of the city, all of whom opposed 
the passage of the ordinance with the excep- 
tion of Patrick Cudahy of the firm of Cudahy 
Bros. This firm now ocedpies the old Plank- 
mton packmg-house, and its business repre- 
sents about three-fourths of Milwaukee’s pack. 
ing industry. Its lease. of the Plankinton 
packing-house expires next year, and, with the 
intention of greatly enlatging its business, 
the firm purchased a large act of land at

worth as Mayor, his unsuccessful opponent 
for the City Attorneyship being Col. James A. 
Mulligan. His successful administration of 


the office greatly advanced his professional 


reputation, and he afterward attained a large 
practice, both civil and criminal. Asan ad- 
vocate in jury trials he especially excelled, be- 
ing gifted with rare persuasive powers en- 
riched by a graceful diction, and by a sinceri- 
ty of manner which carried convivtion to court 
and jury. Perhaps the crowning feature of his 
career was the high ideal of professional in- 
tegrity which marked his long and successful 
practice. Noman atthe bar was more ab- 
solutely just to his apponents, move cour- 
tebus or respectful to the court, or nore chiv- 
alrous in the management of a contested 
cause. These characteristics, illustrated 
throughout his entire practice, won for him 
the deserved respect of the judges as well as 
his associates at the bar, 

In addition to legal accomplishments of a 
high order, Mr. King was an ardent lover of 
literature and welded a graceful and ready 
pen. He was a profound Shaksperian student 
and critic, as well as a student of general 
literature, and he contributed many articles to 
the press upon topics of current interest. A 
lover of nature and an ardent disciple of 
Walton, he published in 1878 a volume en- 
titled: *‘ Trouting on the Brulé River, or Sum- 
mer Wayfaring in the Northern Wilderness,”’ 
a record of the adventures of himself anda 
party of professional brethren. during several 
vacations spent in the wilds. of Northern Wis- 
consin and Michigan. For many years he 
kept a diary, containing a daily record of pas- 
sing events, several manuscript volumes of 
which are left to his nephew, John Lyle 
Clough of this city. His nearest surviving 
relatives are two sisters: Mrs. Susan Clough 
of Indianapolis and Miss Sarah King of Madi- 
son. The remains will be taken to Madison 
for interment.

WOMEN ELECTIONEERED AT SUMNER. 


Many Attempted to Prevent Their Sisters’ 
Voting—Made Their Ages Known.

LECTURED ON THE ATMOSPHERE, 


First of a Series of Six Addresses on the 
Suhject. 

Prof. Alexander Smith of Wabash College 
gave a lecture on the atmosphere at Athen- 
wum Hall last night. The lecture was given 
under the auspices of the Chicago Society for 
University Extension, ana was the first of a 
series of six lectures on the general subject of 
air and water aid their relation to health. 
The society is supplied with lecturers by the 
following institution#: Wabash College, North- 
western’ University, Beloit College, Lake 
Forest University, University of Wisconsin, 
Illinois State University, and Indiana State 
University. Prof. Smith said substantially: 

The atmosphere is a great ocean of air ex- 
tending not more than forty-five miles from 
the surface of the earth. During 1774 Priestly 
in Engiand and Scheele in Sweden discovered 
oxygen in the air and three years later Lavoi- 
sier in France pointed out the part it plays in 
the composition of air. Oxygen supports life 
and combustion by combining, chemicaily, in 
the one case with superfluous matter from the 
system, in the other with coal, wood, or other 
com bustible matter. Asa heat change always 
accompanies chemical action, heat is given 
out to warm our bodies m one case and our 
rooms in the other.

181. $30,511,000 during the same period. i in 
It is not improbable that legislation be- 
gun in the State of New York and growing 
out of the tremendous losses of last year will 
be extended to other States. In the 
New York. Assembly a bill is pending 
providing for a rigid investigation into the 
origin of fires. It is unders that the bill 
was suggested by the New York Buard of 
Fire Underwriters. Its principal feature 
makes it mandatory upon the Coroner to hold 
an inquest upon every fire occurring in his 
district, Heis to impanel a jury, summon 
witnesses, and conduct the investigation in 
the same manner as though a criminai charge 
were involved. Heavy penalties are provided 
for neglect to report fires promptly to the 
Coroner. . That official is to keep a minute 
record of the cireumstances connected with 
every blaze. 

Forty-one codperative life associations or 
societies are doing business in Illinois. The 
Auditor’s statement of their business Dec. 31 
showed that the total income of the forty-one 
was $13,578,991, and the total 1 
$12,266 19. Of the latter $9,177,026 went to 
mem bers, the remaining $3, 089,298 being 
charged to expenses or about 30 percent. The 
new business written was 8288, 74, 020 repre- 
sented by 100,488 policies. While this new 
business was being secured, 59,256 policy- 
holders became weary and their $148,875, 245 
of insurance terminated. The amount of busi- 
ness written during the year was rather more 
than one-fifth the total amount in force. 

Interesting figures have been compiled show- 
ing the rapid advance toward a commanding 
position Which the foreign companies are 
inaking in American insurance business. In 
five or six years their share of the business has 
increased nearly 100 per cent. Last year of 
the premiums paid in the foreign companies 
received 32.45 per cent, 7 per cent more than 
the amount received by the New York com- 
panies.

BIRTHDAY OF COMMODORE W. W. HUNTER. 


The “Senior Sailor of the South Celebrates 
His Soth Year. 

New Orrmans, La., April 16.—[Special.]— 
Commodore William Wallace Hunter, the 
senior surviving officer of the Confederate 
States navy, received the congratulations of 
his many friends today, it being the celebra- 
tion of his 89th birthday. He received many 
visitors at his rooms. He was found in pos- 
session of all his mental faculties, Hewascori- 
fortably seated in a big arm chair, reading 
the newspapers and expressing a deep interest 
in the political issues of the hour. While 
nature and time have dealt gently with him, 
the Commodore is quite feeble in his limbs 
and is unable to get about as easily as he did 
several months ago. He is, however, enjoying 
good health and delights in conversation. 
Born in Pennsylvania in 1803, he received 
his first appointment in the navy May 
1, 1822, from’ the hands of President 
James Monroe. Had not the Commodore 
sided with the South in the war he would to- 
day be the oldest officer of the United States 
navy, excepting gne—Rear-Admiral Selfridge 
—who is four yeats his senior, Rear-Admiral 
Lee, next on the list, being his junior by three 
years. To him belongs the honor of design- 
ing the first iron man-of-war. When the war 
broke out he was at sea in command of a 
United States man-of-war. Scorning the 
proposition to turn his vesssel over to the Con- 
federacy, he sailed into the Brooklyn Navy. 
Yard, turned it over to the Commander, taking 
receipt for all government ropertyfor which 
he was held responsible. en he tendered 
his resignation to the Federal Government 
and went into the Confederacy, where he 
sought and accepted service on the side of 
the South. Among others who remembered 
the old sailor today was Gen. Beauregard, 
whose case of Goulet bore a card inscribed: 
“To the senior sailor from the senior suldier 
of the South. 180

solute safety, In Tan Tripune a few weeks 
ago the fact was first made public that the 
Northwestern had adopted the Hall electric 
block system, and the example of that road 
has been followed by the other lines centering 
the city. The Illinois Central expects fo carry 
the bulk of the visitors to Jackson Park during 
the World’s Fait. In this event the fact be- 
came appatent that it would be impossible to

The 
Hall system was found best adapted to the 
needs of the road. This movement on the 
part of the Illinois Central will play an im- 
portant part in the problem of the transpor- 
tation of passengers to the Fair because it 
will set the minds of foreign visitors free on 
the subject of accidents. Should an accident 
occur during the rush of 1898 it would mean 
the loss of hundreds of lives, the news would 
spread broadcast over the worla and the Fair 
would suffer. 
Signals 2,000 Feet Apart, 

The Hall system, as it will be in operation 
on the Ilinois Central, will be somewhat dif- 
ferent from the contrivance used on the North- 
western as described in Tun Tarsunz a few 
weeks ago, From the new [Illinois Central 
depot at Twelfth street to Grand Crossing 
there will be eight tracks. Over these tracks 
the signals will be placed, 2,000 feet apart, on 
steel bridges spanning the whole system of 
tracks, so that each signal will be immediate- 
ly over the track it governs. Froin Grand 
Crossing to Kensington there will be four 
tracks. These will also be spanned by steel 
bridges with the signals attached. 

Although the Northwestern was the first 
road out of 2 to formally adopt the 
block system, the Illinois Central in reality 
adopted the system previously, Owing to the 
many uncertain elements entering into the 
question of elevating the tracks and building 
new stations which the IIlindis Central has 
had under consideration the contract for the

he Lake Shore and Michigan Southern, 
it is understood, has decided to adopt an au- 
tomatic: block system over the entire length 
of its lines—from Buffalo to Chicago. This

system in the world. The Rock Island 1s about 
to adopt a similar system. It looks as if the 
cnorwous loss of life and property occasioned 
by railway accidents, owing to negligence 
on the part of the companies in failing to pro- 
vide the approved safety appliances, will 
cease to be. In England the Board of Trade 
has made it compulsory on the railway com- 
panies to adept the system of interlocking 
switches and block signals. Ninety per cent 
of all the roads in the British Isles are now 
equipped with the system. But the English 
are still behind the American roads employ- 
ing the Hall system, because in the English 
system it all depends on telegraph operators 
in towers at intervals along the road. That 
system is by no means ideal, because it rests 
on the fallibility of man. 

Hall system works automatically by 
means of electricity and has nevér been known 
to fail in doing its work. The roads in this 
city that haye adopted the Hall system are 
‘ figuring on showing the foreigners something 
that will open their eyes in the way of safe- 
guards to traffic. 

Crying Need for a Better System. 

Numerous accidents owing to an ovor- 
crowded condition of traffic in the East have

How the Hall System Operates. 

The work of putting up the signal bridges 
between Twelfth street and Grand Crossing 
will begin as soon as the tracks are in readi- 
ness. e line will be divided into what are 
called block sections.

The impetus given to automatic signals is 
largely due to an increase in accidents caused 
by heavy movements of grain crops and a 
natural increase of passenger traffic. It has 
always been recognized that if a reliable auto- 
mutic signal could be found it would be gen- 
erally adopted. As the cost of such a system 
is but the fraction of the cust of an operator 
system the theory of the advisability of spac- 
ing trains by means of signals has never been 
quest: oned by railroad waaagers. The IIli- 
nois Central, as other roads, has simply been 
waiting for the development of an absolutely 
reliable automatic system. Now that sucha 
system has been developed, its universal adop- 
tion will be a matter of a short time. Few 
roads ize the moral influence that a 
severe ut such as that at Hastings, 
on the New York Central, Christmas 
on railroad receipts.

The death of Miss Amelia B. Edwards comes 
with a great shock to a wide eircle of people 
who have been spurred to interest in varying 
lines of archaic research by her vigor aud en- 
thusiasm, not to speak of the group of more 
fortunate persous who were privileged to be 
called her friends, Although averse to per- 
sonal advertisement and at war with the whole 
horn-biowmg division of excavation biologists, 
she really did more to popularize Egyptology 
and its cognate studies, not only in England 
and America, but in the Orient itself, than 
perhaps any other individual ever did before. 
Unhappily her zeal outran both her health and 
her purse. She was at last persuaded to try 
a long rest at a quietseaside place, and secured

Few of her friends knew that 
her life was in any danger whatsoever till they 
read today, with pained surprise, the tidings of 
her death.

THE RUSSIAN FAMINE PROBLEM. 


Reformers Divided as to Methods of Better- 
ment— Henry George's Plan Suggested. ~ 
Loxpos, April 16.—A special correspondent 

who for some months past has been traveling 
through the famine districts of Russia has 
just concluded his tour of the Province of 
Kazan. In writing from the city of Kazan he 
sums up his experience by stating that he was 
struck by the sameness of the picture presented 
to him everywhere, he says, which marks out 
most recklessextravagance. Immense forests 
have been wantonly cut, rivers neglected, and 
the ‘climate rained. The peasants are re- 
garded by the authorities simply as a 
tax- paying unit, and the welfare of their minds 
and bodies is a matter of the most supreme 
indifference; the country is face to face with 
bankruptey. The land is exhausted and the 
agricultural system is a hopeless failure, 

The peasaut and the gentleman are as widely 
separated as though they belonged to different 
nations. Instead of deriving profit from his 
emancipation, the peasant is poorer than ever 
before, and in many districts whole villages 
are at the point of starvation. The ‘present 
distress has brought matters to a climax, yet 
nobody knows the remedy, 

The Nihilists are eagerly taking advantage 
of the discontent to extend their propaganda. 
Practiced reformers are divided on the ques- 
tion of What should be done to remedy the 
evils, Some still rely on the paternal guar- 
dianship of the Zemski Natchalnki. Many

BETWEEN TWO FIRES: 


SECRETARY MATTHEWS BEGGED 
TO RELEASE MRS. OSBORNE. 


The Most Eminent Medical Men in En- 
gland Have Signed a Memorial for Re- 
mission of Ber Sentence—Yet, if He Re- 
lease Her, Equal Obloqny Will Fall 
Upon Him—Why Special Mercy in Her 
Case?—A Spanish Friest Murdered at 
the Altar, | 

[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpon, April 16.—Another storm is gather- 
ing over the devoted head of Home Secretary 
Matthews. It is pretty well known that he 
had made up his mind to release Mrs. Osborne 
on the ground of the danger to her tife which 
would be caused by her accouchement in 
prison. A number of the most eminent medi- 
cal men in England have signed the 
memorial pleading for a remission of her 
sentence, and Mr. Matthews is under- 
stood to be extremely unwilling to take the 
responsibility of having Mrs. Osborne die in 

jail. You can easily im- 
agine the outcry which 
has already been 
passed. If Mrs. Os- 
borne had been a poor 
woman without all this 
influence at ber back 
she would have been 
made to serve out her 
sentence like anybody 
else. There is one law 
for the rich and another 
for the poor. For other 
women in the same 
position as Mrs. Os- 
borne ho considera- 
tion is shown, and 80 
the indictment in- 
creases in length day 
MRS. OSBORNE. after day, ond Mr. 

Matthews finds that whether he exercises clem- 

ency or whether he does not he is equally ex- 

posed to a whirlwind of obloquy. 

Then there comes in another question which 
is to be severely pressed if Mre, Osborne be 
set free. Why not Mrs, Montagu, who is also 
looking for her accoéuchement at about the 
same time? On what ground can any dis- 
tinction be made? Not on the ground of the 
nature of her offense, for that has nothing to 
do with the application for mercy. 

The friends of Mrs. Maybrick likewise are 
clamdring for her release, not for precisely the 
same reason, but on the ground of her gen- 
eral health. Thus, anybody having a friend 
with money may contrive in the course of a 
short time to get the prison doors opened for 
him or her, no matter bow black the guilt 
may be; the verdict of the jury and the sen- 
tence of the Judge become a mere matter of 
form. The “displacing power is the back- 
ground—money. The thing is worth taking 
into consiceration. 

Secretary Matthews a Conscientious Man. 

Mr. Matthews is a thoroughly conscientious 
man and certainly is not unduly open to out- 
side inflaences, no matter from what quarter 
they may come. He w not a favorite with the 
House of Commons or with his party, yet, 
whenever his conduct hgs been publicly chal- 
lenged he has been able to silence his. accusers 
and prove that he took the mght course, ex- 
cept, perhaps, in the trumpery case of Miss 
Cass, when he showed a want of tact. But in 
refusing to yield to dictation from the press 
or from fussy busybodies he has always doné 
his duty and gained the approbation of the 
public. ; 

There was a convict named Lipski who was 
condemned to death for a peculiarly brutal 


swerable 

even in England when the crime was 
committed. The man was hanged, and 
Secretary Matthews was denounced as a 
murderer. He made no answer except to 
produce Lipski’s full confession of murder, 
with descriptions of every detail, This con- 
fession was signed at the time the Pali Mall 
Gazette was proving the man completely in- 
nocent. The result was to shake public con- 
fidence in newspaper verdicts. The Horhe 
Secretary would always prefer not to inter- 
fere with the sentence of the law, whatever it 
may be; but sometimes new fatts come to 
light after trial which, had they been known 
before to the Judge and jury, could have 


caused them to arrive at a different con- 


clusion. 

Then it is admitted that the Home Secretary 
ought to interfere, since it is impossible for a 
person condemned on a criminal charge to 
demand a new trial. Now in this Osborne 
case no new facts came to light, but Mr. Mat- 
thews is pressed to annul the sentence on the 
ground of humanity. Evetybody of right 
feeling must see that he is placed in a position 
of great difficulty in turning a deaf ear to an 
appeal for mercy, and if Mrs. Osborne should 
die in prison he will be most bitterly assailed. 
If he orders her release it is already evident 
what is in store for him. 


Why Should Mra. Osborne Be Released? 
What is the rule in cases ef this kind? It is that 
when a woman isso near accouchement that 
to keep her in jail would be virtually prvlong- 
ing the period of her sentence she be released. 
This reason cannot be assigned to the instance 
of Mrs. Osborne. Her friends are naturally 
anxious that the stigma of having been born 
in prison should riot rest on her etfild, but can 
® minister of the law take cognizance of that? 
The answer is, Not as a minister, but as a 
man. 

It recalls the reply once made by the Duke 
As a gentie- 
man I cannot do that. the King had said. 

But,“ urged the Duke, your Majesty is 
not a gentleman. The King repeated the re- 
mark in amazement. 

No,“ said the Duke; you are not a gen- 
tleman. You are the King of England.“ 

That will be the light in which Secretary 
Matthews will be called upon to view the 
requisition of eminent physicians—he is not a 
man, he is the Home Secretary, and has no 
right to interfere on the grounds of humanity 
with the administration of justice. Still I 
fully expect to see Mrs. Orborne released.

MURDERED AT THE ALTAR, 


A Spanish Priest Fatally Stabbed While 
Performing His Holy Duties. 

Maperp, April 16.— A most horrible deed 
was committed yesterday in a clurch at 
Anglesola, a village in the Province of Lerida. 
The usual services of Good Friday were being 
observed and the church was filleg to its 
utmost capacity with devout worshipers. 
Everything was calm, as became the sotemn 
ceremonies, and Father Francisco Marti, the 
priest in charge of the parish was kneeling at 
the altar. Suddenly, and -without a word of 
warning, a man armed with a revolver and a 
short sword sprang out from behind the pulpit, 
to the left of the altar, where he had been con- 
cealed and rushed upon the priest, brandish- 
ing his sword. 

Father Marti, whose back was to the con- 
gregation, seemed to have instinctive warning 
that danger threatened him, and he partly 
turned his head in the direction of the man. 
But he was too late to do more than raise his 
hand to attempt to ward off the sword blow 
he saw aimed at him. The man stood over 
his kneeling victim, and in an instant the 
priest lay dead in front of the altar, where he 
had long served. The assassin’s blow had 
struck the back of his neck and the keen blade 
almost severed his head from his body. The 
corpse fell forward and a stream of blood 
poured down the altarsteps. Part of the

To Raise Prices of 

Charles Johnson, | on- 
sul at Hamburg, was in this city yesterday. 
He asserts that the decrease in the exports of 
sugar from Hamburg is largely due to the 
fact that German -manufacturers are com- 
bining to raise prices and that the 
American merchant’ is naturally look 
ing elsewhere for his supplies. Mr, 
Johnson gives it as his opinion that 
Cuba and Brazii will be largely drawn on to 
supply the American market. The great 
quantities of sugar now stored in Hamburg 
owing to the failure of the plans of the Ger- 
man manufacturers will be offered at lower 
rates. Mr. Johnson will start for America on 
leave of absence shortly. | 

The representatives here of a New York firm 
have received 500 sacks of corn-meal, which 
they are supplyingto the bakers of Berlin. 
Despite the efforts of Col. Charles J. Murphy, 
special representative in Europe of the United 
States Agricultural Department, the German 
Government has not yet declared its intention 
of adopting corn fer army use. The time 
seems to have gone by when there 
was the best chante of the acceptance 
of corn-meal by the government. A year ago 
the scarcity of grain here appeared to open 
the market to corn-meal. Now, however, the 
crop prospects being good and the supplies of 
corn and rye more plentiful, the necessity for 
the use of corn-meal as a substitute for wheat 
is less apparent, Col. Murphy holds that the 
government is still bound: to introduce the 
meal into the army. 

Ratifications of the literary convention be- 
tween Germany and the United States were 
exchanged yesterday at Washington. 

Prince Vladimir Djouvitchy a prominent 
Russian nobleman well known in Berlin 
society, figured m a recent tragedy in St.

ALL THE EVIDENCE IS NOW IN, 


The Pierce Murder Case Will Go to the 
Jury Next Thursday. 

‘Inpranoxa, Ia., April 16.—[Special.]—The 
testimony in the Pierce case was concluded 
today and court was adjourned until Monday 
morning at 10 o'clock, when the argument 
will begia. Mr. McGarry will open for the 
State, followed by Mr. Berry for the defense, 
he followed by Mr. Powell for the State and 
Messrs. Haskins and McNeil for the defense, and 
the argument for the State wili close by Mr.

These tents are not only all about 
the town but many are in the town and on the 
main streets. | 

There is every known game of chance in 
full blast, some of them in the streets and 
without shelter or walls to protect them or 
hide them. | 

There are saloons in Which one hears some 
sort of instrument in distress. It is a piano 
or a hand-organ or a fiddle. The boomer in 
his wandering about gdes in.

MANY THOUSANDS WAITING. 


An Army Camped About,the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe. Lands, | 

Gutuatg, Ok., April 16.—The excitement in- 
cident to the opening of the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe reservations is intense in all sections 
of Oklahoma, aud from all appearances it will 
rival the famous opening of Oklahoma three 
years ago. The President's official) proclama- 
tion as published in the Oklahoma State Cap. 
itol yesterday makes twenty-seven columns of 
fine type. 

An examination of the list of land in the 
proclamation and comparison with the allot- 
ment maps sold here by the thousand show 
the niap to be a rank fraud. The maps show 
many claims of the finest land as allotted to 
the Indians, when they were really open to 
settlement. The maps are evidently doctored 
in the interest of a gang of speculators, who 
hope thus to keep the people off the choice 
lands and secure them for themselves. 

During the last week over $100,000 have 
been deposited in the banks of El Reno and 
Kingfisher by the white boomers. Many of 
those who did not deposit their money Lote 
had it stolen from them or have lost much of 
it in gambling. The gamblers have reaped a 
harvest for three or four days. Kansas City 
and Wichita have emptied all their crooks int 
towns on the border of the reservation, and 
the local officers are unable to cdpe with such 
a gang with any degree of success, 

he Cheyenne Indians have stopped their 
ghost dance. and come.in from their reserva- 
tion in great numbers to see the crowds. 

The soldiers stationed along the northern 
border estimate that there are 3,500 people on 
that line east of Cantonment and about 1,000 
west. There are, perhaps, 12,000 people 
ready to go in from the east and 7,000 or 8,000 
in the Washita country, while about 3,000 
Texans are drawn up along. the south line. 
‘here are not many people on the west line. 
On the north lime, about five miles east of 
Cantonment, there are 5,000 people from 
Western Kansas camped in one bunch.

This hawk he compares to a skilltul skater 
who has acquired his momentum artificially, 
and then by merely throwing his body this 
way, and that, by the force of gravity, con- 
tinues as he pleases,. his cleverly poised body 
on the keen skates being an assistance instead 
of a hindrance te grace and speed. 

Cressler's contrivance is not a machine, nor 
is it built to antagonize, but rather to utilize, 
the forces of nature. He says the schoolboy’s 
kite comes nearer to the ideal flying machine 
than any intricate and labored effort of a 
milfion fond experiments, Being a taxiderm- 
ist, with a wonderful eye for nature, he has 
scores of hawks in his cabin poised in all the 
positions assumed in flying. -Some of these 
attitudes to a Jayman’s eye appear extremely 
awkward, but the scientist’s explanations are 
plausible and his proofs convincing. 

For instance, he has gone so far into the 
science of the hawk flying that he has dissected 
the muscles of a score, made drafts of each 
particular set, and noted on the drawing their 
peculiar uses when the bird is flying. He has 
also closety estimated the strength exerted by 
each muscle or set of muscles, and applying 
them to the whole declares positively that man 
possesses each muscle necessary, and besides 
that has tenfold the requisite strength. 

His machine is made to be worn like an or- 
dinary suit, but when donned it unfolds mar- 
velous possibilities. It fits like a glove and is 
manipulated ‘instinctively as a part of the 
body, each muscle of arm and leg and body 
exerting itself at the proper time. The wearer 
rises perpendicularly in the air, and then 
throwing out the bat-shaped wings, floats, or 
rather soars, at ease, not descendimg as one 
would naturally suppose, but if a wind is 
blowing, he rather rises with it, making no 
effort to combat the air current, but adapting 
his flight to its strength, and tilting his wings, 
which are enormous, but light as ssible, to 
guide his flight. In fact Cressler does not fly, 
he rather soars. ‘To this one end he has bent 
all his energies of mind and budy for years, 
and it only remains for practice to bring more 
intelligent flight, coupled with absolute cer- 
tainty of direction. 8 


NEEDS HELP TO RETURN TO ENGLAND. 


The Cloud Which Has Fallen Upon the 
Life of Wallace H. Betts, 

Misfortune in its most aggravated form has 
overtaken Wallace H. Betts, an Englishman, 
who for the last three years has been in busi- 
ness in Chicago. Business reverses, however, 
are now the least of his troubles. He suffers 
from eye disease, which has deprived him of 
the means of self-support and threatens to re- 
sult in total blindness. 

Mr. Betts is practically alane in America. 
His friends in England will aid him if he can 
succeed in reaching them. In England there 
are also means by which he can continue to 
support himself providing he can succeed in 
getting there, and this is what he has decided 
to do, 

An effort is being made to interest charita- 
bly inclined residents of Chicago with a view 
of raising a fund to pay his expenses back to 
his home in England. 

Those who know Mr. Betts say his case is 
one = eee well deserved charity. He 
is a graduate of a German university and an 
accomplished linguist His father was at one 
time the principal interpreter of the English 
Supreme Court in India and an extensive land- 
owner, but was swindled out ofall his property 
while on a protracted absence in England on 
business, where he afterwards died broken- 
hearted and in poverty. After his father’s 
death Mr. Betts came to America and located 
in Chicago, hoping that he could do some- 
thing toward the support of his family. His 
affliction, however, has put an end to these 
hopes.

The more the 
Justice charges the men who are arrested, the 
more the men who own the houses will have to 
pay. and if the raids are pretty steadily kept 
up it will cost them eo much that they will tell 
their “patrons that they will have to take care 
of themselves. When that happens, men will 
he more careful about going to gambling- 
houses. They will understand that they will 
have to get bondsmen for themselves or stay 
in the lock-up over night, and pay their own 
fines or be sent to the bridewell. The Justices 
should not be so tender-hearted. They should 
impose stiff penalties and thus aid the Mayor 
and the Police Department in the suppression 
ot gambling. 


Ir appears from investigation that the liti- 
gation of this county is over three years be- 
hindhand, not one year behindhand, as it was 
too moderately put in Tas Tarpon yesterday, 
and there is little prospect of catching up. 
There are now two vacancies on the Circuit 
bench, caused by the death of Judge Driggs 
and the resignation of Judge Moran, Three 
of Cook County’s Judges—Gary, Waterinan, 
and Shepard—have been assigned to duty in 
the Appellate Court. There are five Judges 
lacking, therefore, in the working force of 
the bench. The prospects are, then, that the 
litigation will run still further behind. In 
two or three months all the Judges will take 
long vacations. They take short vacations 
during the year on the slightest provocation, 
as Judges seem to be more subject to ailments 
than ordinary mortals, There is hardly a 
day that some court is not closed because the 
Judge is home sick. It takes an average 
Judge a month or more to recover. The 
courts are in session really but five of the six 
days of the ‘week, and the hours are 
short for each of the five days. When 
a Judge elected by the people wants 
to resign for political or professional 
reasons the interests of the public or of liti- 
gants are hardly considered. Judge Altgeld 
resigned last fall before the opening of the fall 
term of the court, though be knew his suc- 
cessor could not be elected until two months 
later. Judge Moran’s place on the bench 
might have been filled at the spring election 


had he handed in his resignation when he had 


made up his mind to retire from the bench, 
bat. he withheld the resignation at the in- 
stance of the Democratic County committee, 
or, rather, that committee withheld the resig- 
nation for him until it was too late for the 
Governor to call an election for his suecessor. 
Mr. Moran’s solicitude for the party interests 
prevented the filling of the vacancy caused by 
his retirement till mext November—a period 
of eight months. Circumstances of this char- 
acter do much to shatter the popular belief in 
the earnest justice and official zeal of the most 
petted and best paid of our official servante— 
their Honors of the bench. 


THE LATEST 8 FAIR COMPLICA- 
ION, 

A committee of the Worid’s Fair Directors 
went to Washington a week ago to appear be- 
tore a committee of the House fo explain and 
defend a bill the main feature of which was 
that the Government appropriate five mill- 
ions for Exposition purposes with the under- 
standing that it was to receive back propor- 
tionately as much as did the City of Chicago 
or the stockholders. When the three direct- 
ors went before the committee it was to sug- 
gest an alteration of the vital point of the bill 
and to propose an amendment converting the 
government from a partner into a money- 


lender. The proposition they made was that 


the United States should lend five millions 
and secure itself by taking a second mortgage 
on the gate money. 

The gentlemen who did this were and are. 
convinced of the wisdom of their course. 
They believe that it was that or nothmg—that 
a bill providing for an appropriation could 
not have been passed, and that as the five 
millions must be the only practical 
method of getting it must be adopted. They 
may be able to judge better about such 
points at Washington than at Chicago, and it 
may be that their ideas as to the impossibil- 
ity of getting the government to take an in- 
terest in its own Fair are correct. And yet 
they themselves may reach the conclusion on 
reflection that they surrendered too soon and 
abandoned unnecessarily a position where 
they could fight to better advantage than they 
can now. 

No reasons can be more defensible than the 
original one. If a loan is constitutional so is 
a gift. If the original World’s Fair act is con- 
stitutional, so is a gift of money to carry out 
the purposes of that act. The great strength 
of the original proposition lay in the fact that 
the management of the Fair has been placed 
by Congress in the hands of a National Com- 
mission of its own creation. Its success or 
fmlure does not depend on the acts of the 
representatives of those who advanced the 
money, but on the representatives of a goy- 
ernment which has as yet hazarded nothing. 
This is an inversion of the ordinary mode 
of doing business, where those who put 
money in an enterprise are the ones 
who run it. Those who have nothing at 
stake are not as careful as those who have 
something, and if the government were a part- 
ner in its own Fair, it is probable that those 
who have charge of it would look more closely 
after its affairs to see that their principal got 
something back. But if five millions are 
loaned and a mortgage given which insures 
the repayment of the money mo matter 
whether the Exposition is a success or a fail- 
ure, those to whom the government has in- 
trusted its management will have no induce- 
ment to be frugal stewards. 

Asa matter of right the request that the 
United States become a partner should have 
been insisted on. It is not so clear that it 
would not have been the most politic course. 
It hardly seems possible that the Democratic 
House would have defeated the World's Fair 
bill, because it would have given such an op- 
portunity to their opponents during the com- 
mg campaign. The charge would have been 
made that the Democrats, through lack of pa- 
triotism, had dealt a possibly fatal blow to a 


; great national undertaking. It takes little to 


awaken an active sentiment of national pride 

among Americans, and whea they are stirred 
up they scorn excuses based on economy 
or “strict construction” of the Constitution. 
rare ge Het evident we 
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But it is doubtful whether that which has 
been dond can be undone. A committee rep- 
resenting the Board of Directors has climbed 
dowu from the top of the fence. It is a ques- 
tion whether that commanding position can 
be regained. The Fair needs $8,000,000 more. 
If it dan get five from the Goverament it 
can borrow easily the other three. But it can- 
not borrow eight, There would not have been 
need of 80 large a sum if the National Com- 
mission haa not laid out the Fair on so grand 
a scale, but it is rather late in the day to begin 
cutting down. A million or so might be 
saved by dispensimg with attractive features, 
and then the people would protest. 

The Board of Directors will discuss the mat- 
ter ttiotoughly after hearing the statements 
and explanations of those members who went 
to Washington. It will then decide what is 
best to be done, and its conclusions will un- 
questionably be accepted by Chicagoans gen- 
erally, 3 


EASTER SUNDAY. 

The Catholic and Episcopalian churches 
will today celebrate what is supposed to be 
tne 1859th anniversary of the resurrection, 
while those who in England are called the 
“ Dissenters ”’ will pay less attentim to it. 
There is some doubt as to the year, but the 
balance of astronomical testimony points to 
A. D. 88 as the one which best meets the con- 
ditions stated in the gospels—its Paschal full 
moon occurring Thursday night at Jerusalem. 
The date this year falls nearly three weeks 
later than the event of which it is a reminder, 
the well-known reason being that the rule 
places Easter on the Sunday next following 
the first full moon that succeeds the ver- 
nal equinox. As twelve lunations are per- 
formed in eleven days less than a year 
there is a zone of thirty-five days within 
which the celebration may occur. And a want 
of agreement in the modes of reckoning may 
causé nearly as wide a difference in the dates 
of Easter and the Jewish Passover, though 
the two are understood to have been coinci- 
dent in the days of the first Christians. This 


time the Passover gatherings were held last 


Monday night, but only a year ago that festi- 


val was not celebrated till April 25, while 


Easter had been observed March 29, or abovt 
four weeks earlier; it is not surprising that 
there is even a greater uncertainty in regard 
to the date of the original Passover. Differ- 
ent authorities range from 1491 to 1812 B. C., 
the first being the one most highly regarded 
by the Protestants and the second the Jewish 
count. | 

Standing near the beginumg of the spring 
Easter has come to be widely regarded as 
marking the commencement of that season. 
It is about the time when nature drops the 
somber garb of winter in Northeru-middle 
latitudes and vegetation exhibits renewed 
signs of life, to be followed by the bloom of 
flowers, and later by a welcoine harvest. This 
year it closely coincides with the opening of 
lake navigation, an event that is still of great 
importance, though meaning less to the com- 
merce of the country than before the railroad 
era set in. The fashionable world accepts it 
as the signal for a change of garb in keeping 
with that now being assumed by Mother 
Earth, The Lenten season has been one of 
mortification to the devout and of seclu- 
sion in What are during the rest ot 
the year society circles. The latter 
observe the churchly proprieties in exte- 


riors, but there is grave reason to suspect that 


the thoughts of the society belle during holy 
week are concentrated much more closely on 
the Easter bonnet than on the story of suf- 
fering it wap designed to commemorate, The 
preacher may tell his flock in that season of 
„ passion all about the vanities of dress 
and the sin of needless display, but the temp- 
tation is too great to be resisted by the aver- 
age female heart. Does not nature set her 
the example, and with smiling face beckon 
her to follow it? Of what avail is the spring 
display of delicate flowers if not to set off the 
hat of lovely women, and placed on other por. 
tions of her attire render her more attractive 
than ever? And why should not the more 
staple fabric of her attire be modeled in har- 
mony with the suggestion? Why should not 
her dress correspond to the elevated refine- 
ment supposed to have been brought about 
by the purifying influences of the Lenten sea- 
son? 

True, the weather this year does not prom- 
ise to favor adress display on Easter Day. 
There may be a smaller attendance at some 
of the churches because of lowering skies or 
even falling rain. But the organ will not peal 
forth less nobly the notes, of rejoicing, the 
choir tell less affirmatively that The Lord 1s 
Risen Indeed, nor the preacher discourse less 
eloquently of the events of nearly two thou- 
sand years ago which form the root of the 
Christian tree, and give to the devout wor- 
shiper an assured hope of a blessed immor- 
tality. And it is not well that atmospheric 
conditions should be permitted to interfere 
with these expressions of confidence, without 
which the hope of the worshiper 1s vain. It 
is the sum and substance of his faith, as such 
is referred to in all other services of the year, 
and is expressly stated around his coffin as the 
best possible consolation that can be adminis- 
tered to assuage the grief of surviving friends. 
The story as told eloquently by St. Paul in the 
fifteenth, chapter of his first epistle to the 
Corinthidns is equally appropriate for the 
Easter celebration and the funeral ‘service.

the buildings which are elslnied to have been 
inspected. The records in the possession of 
the Underwriters’ Association give a full de- 
scription of the structures examined, for the 
inspection rhade by its employés is far more 
thorough and. detailed than that re- 
quired by the city ordinances. Pri- 
vate enterprise has accumulated a vast 
mass of valuable material. The employés of 
the public cannot show that they have done 
anything. The Underwriters’ Association has 
no legal authority to stop bad building. It 
cannot bring offenders into court and have 
them punished, When it finds defects it 
raises the insurance rates on a building which 
is extra risky, and in that way often brings 


the owners to time. But when specially un- 


safe buildings are erected, and they are not 
made safe and the risks are increased in 3 
neighborhood, the Underwriters raise the 
rates on the innocent and guilty alike. They 
have to do it in selfprotection. Ifthe Build- 
ing Department attended to its duty that 
hazardous construction which makes people 
who are not at fault pay more for their insur- 
ance would not be permitted. 

The Underwriters’ Inspection Department 
is useful becuse it has a competent man at 
the head of it, who attends to his duties and 
has no outside business; because there is no 
politics in his office; and because he sees that 
his men attend to their work and do not go 
off bumming. It is a pity that the city can- 
not make a contract with the Underwriters’ 
Association to do its inspecting for it. Then 
results would be secured worth having and 
contractors and builders would have some 
respect for the law. 

Mr. O'Neill has condemned himself and has 
no business to go around whinimg about 
partisan enemies and a packed jury. When 
he opened his ample mouth and began talking 
it did not take him long to say enough to 
make his dismissal an imperative necessity.

TOLERATION OF POOL-SELLING UNNEC- 
ESSARY. 

An attempt is being made by the friends of 
racetrack gamblers to befog the public and 
to create the impression that because a State 
law—twice declared invalid by nisi prius 
Judges—permits pool-seiling to be carried on 
on race grounds, therefore the city has no 
option in the matter, but is obliged to let the 
bookmakers conduct their business at Garfield 
or Washington Park. 

In the first place the charter says that the 
Council shall have power— 

To license, tax, regulate, suppress, and prob ibit 


: hawkers, peddlers, pawnbrokers, keepers of or- 


theatricals, and other exhibitions,” 


dinaries, 
and to revoke such 


shows, and amusements, 
license at pleasure. 

Horse-racing cannot be carried on within 
the city limits without a license, and the city 
cannot be compelled to grant one. No State 
law requires it to doso. Therefore pool-selling 
ean be stopped by the simple refusal of a 
license to any track association. Further- 
more, the city can attach what conditions it 
pleases to the gran of a license, The State 
law permits pools to be sold on racetracks, 
If the city demands that an association waive 
that right as one of the conditions of a license 
the association. can comply if it pleases or re- 
fuse. If it does the latter it cannot run 
horses. 

In the next place it is the duty of the city 
authorities to refuse to license Washington or 
Garfield Park unless the managers will 
agree to surrender what gambling privileges 
they might claim under the State law, because 
there is a city ordinance, passed last Decem- 
ber, which says explicitly that there shall be 
no pool-selling on racetrack inclosures with- 
in the city, and it is the duty of the authorities 
to see that that ordinance is enforced, since 
they have the unqtiestioned power to do it 
without coming in conflict with the State 
law. 

A week before this ordinance was passed 
the opinion of the Corporation Counsel was 
asked as to the power of the Council in the 
premises. His reply was: 

In my opinion the City Council has such power. 
Ithink the powers conferred by the charter “ to 
suppress gaming and gambling houses, lotteries, 
and all fraudulent deyices and practices for the 
purpose of gaming or obtaining money or prop- 
erty ; to declare what shall be a nuisance and to 
abate the same, and to pass and enforce all nec- 
essary police ordinances’ are sufficient for this 
purpose, And I do not think the pool-selling act 
of 1887 (if it shouid be held not to be unconstitu- 
tional and whatever ite proper construction may 
be held by the courts to be) limits or affects the 
powers of the City Council in the premises.

A Reply to the New Art (lub. 

Curcaa@o, April 15.—{ Editor of The Tribune, ]— 
Will you kindly publish the following in reply to 
a statement from the new Art club endeavoring 
to explain away some facts presented to your 
readers that appeared in Tae Trisvune in the 
Fine Art column Sunday, the 2dinst.? The fact 
given by your correspondent was that for the 
most part the membership of the new club are 
men of very recent arrival in Chicago. This is 
the misrepresentation they would correct. In an 
official list of members just published: by them 
there are the names of twenty-five (25) men in 
all; less than ten of are names 
known in Chicago as Chicago artists; there 
ara four at least who have arriv- 
ed here within the last few months, some bring- 
ing pictures from Europe. The others, for the 
most part, have been drawn here by the World's 
Fair, and will leave just as soon as they find that 
their services can be dispensed with or that there 
is nothing forthemtodo. The policy of the Chi- 
cago Society of Artists was criticised in these 
words (“that the methods and management of 
this society are only for the benefit and notoriety 
of a few.”) To deny this is not necessary, for 
those for whom the society id formed (resident 
artists of the city) know that their general in- 
terest is the only motive for its existence. The 
beaefits are not confined to the members of the 
society only, as may readily be seen from the 


catalogue of the recent exhibit of 
the black and white work, in which 
108 works were exhibited for artists not 


members. The policy of the Chicago Society of 
Artists is not especially planned to assist féreign- 
ers who visit the city for a short time with collec- 
tions of pictures for sale, but it is part of its pol- 
icy to welcome all artists who come with the in- 
tention of settling among us. In doing so, how- 
ever, it cannot offer them special privileges to 
join its ranks that it cannot give to Chicago men. 
The Chicago Society of Artists is firmly estab- 
lished, but this result is only through much time 
given and much money spent by its members. An 
initiation fee is necessary and charged on applica- 
tion to membership, which. in some cases, the 
new arrivals are not willing to risk, as their visit 
may soon end, when theiy pictures are disposed 
of or their come work is _ | finished. 
The Chicago Society of Artists is not competing 
with art dealers for their business. They are the 
proper persons to exhibit pictures for such men, 


being of resident artists. To correcta false item 
in the statement of the new club it is necessary 
to say that out of a pre taro gy of fifty-two only 
seven members of the Chicago Society of Artists 
(and some of these by no means considered 
strong), have resigned to join the new society, 
withdrawing their pictares from the annual ex- 
hibiuon to be opened in the society rooms April

singular visitor in the person of an aged In- 
dian chief who arrived in this city several days 
ago from Indian Territory. 

The Rev. Felix Mays, for such is the name 
by which the old-time warrior is now known, 
lives at present on the Cherokee strip, about 
seventy-tive miles northwest of Guthrie, the 
capital of Oklahoma, Brother Mays, as the 
long-haired chieftain is familiarly addressed 
by the local ministers, has foregone his for- 
mer scalp-lifting prociivities and ig now en- 
gaged in teaching the gospel to his people in 
the capacity of a Baptist minister. 

in conversation with a Chronicle reporter 
Brother Mays stated that he was born in Da- 


tance of about twelve miles from where Pine 
— Agency now stands. The assertion re- 
gardi is advanced age was quite a surprise 
to the listeners, for his outhful appearance 
and agile movements rather indicated him to 
be a man of some forty-odd years. His father 
was a chieftain, and waged relentless war 
against the encroachments of the whites. 
The region of Brother Mays’ birth was 
until comparatively recent years isolated 
from civilization, and durug his sav- 
age life the chase and occasional war- 
fare against the increasing number f settlere 
formed his sole occupahons. At the age of 15 
he entered upon the career of a medicine- 
man, and it was not until he asstimed the 
duties of this exalted station that he donned 
his first suit of buekskin garments. Previous 
to that period his sole article of clothin 
had been the scant covering known as a 
breech- clout. 

During a number of sueceding years his 
tribe traveled over different sections of the 
country and frequently eng in wars with 
the whites, but as to their dates or by what 
names the various wars in which he was en- 
g are known to us the chief could not 
tell. When he attained his majority he was 
made a sachem was known as Plata.

The soldier's last tattoo, 
and with his comrades, awaiting the final 
orders of the Great Commander, is all that is 
left to earth of John A. Rawlins: There are

those who will ever hold a place in the mem- 
ory of the people, and to those who know 
them best the names of Grant and Rawlins 
will ever be united, 

When James D. awlins migrated. to the 
lead mine region from Missouri in 1827 
there were in Galena three or four cabins, 
called houses, two or three groceries, a trad- 
ing house, and several smelting furnaces, be- 
sides the taverns where the miners from the 
surrounding country congregated Sundays. 
Mr. Rawlins at once entered a claim for gov- 
erument land, built his cabin, and to this 
primitive abode afew months later brought 
his Southern bride, who was the granddaugh- 
ter of a Revolunonaty soldier. Her father 
was an old Indian fighter ana had 
lived for nine years in a fort, not 
daring to go out unless armed for 
defense, She was of Scotch-Irish descent, 
educated and refined in her manners, and of 
aristocratic mien. During the Blackhawk 
War in 1882, while not actively engaged in 
tighting the Indians, Mr. Rawlins was perhaps 
as much exposed to danger, being engaged in 
transporting supplies from Galena to the forts 
that had been established in Southwestern 
Wisconsin and Northwestern IIlinois, often 
passing almost within gunshot of the com bat- 
ants, not knowimg et what moment he would 
fall intoambush, Even at the age of 92 years

fortable dwelling — Which War ait a few 
years after their marriage, Mr. and Mrs. 
Rawlins spent sitty years together, when the 
tie was broken by the death of the venerable 
wife and mother in thé summer of 1891. 
Rawlins’ Early Life. 

John Aaron Rawlins was born in Feb- 
ruary, 1831. His earliest days were spent aft- 
er the manner of the average farmer boy; as 
soon as he was old enough to attend to it his 
share of the Work was ready for him. He at- 
tended the district school in the winter, and 
part of his home empleyment was to assist in 
burning charcoal and using an ox team, haul- 
ing it to the Galena market. 

In 1849 his father, ia company with others 
who had come to this région during the min- 
ing excitement, seeking new adventure, left 
for the gold fields of California, leaving the 
farm at East Galena in charge of John 
and his elder brother. his year’s 
experience was enough to satisfy John 
that he could never make a Successful 
farmer. The monotonqus drüdgery of such 
a life became irksome tohim. His natural! 
bright mind, added to au ambitious spirit, 
yearned for an education. After exhaustin 
the smali stock of literature that coinpose 
the farm library he attended Mount Morris 
Seminary, in Ogle County, III., for a few 
terms, defraying his expenses while there with 
the amonnts saved from time to. time of his 
own scanty earnings. Among his school 
mates at the seminary was Congressman R. 
R. Hitt. 

Upon his return to Galena he applied to one 
of the leading attorneys fur the privilege of 
entering his office as a student, The lawyer 
gave him no encouragement whatever, but 
tried his best to dissuade him from his am- 
bitious determination by insinuations that 
as a country lad he had better remain 
in the sphere in which he was born. 
Upon applying to J. P. Stevens, another 
lawyer, he was more successful, and proved to 
be an excellent student. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1854, and received into partnership 
with Mr. Stevens, who retired from practice 
in 1855, leaving the business to be conducted 
by Rawlins. .A beyhood’s friend of his, 
David Sheéan, entered Rawlins’ office as a 
student and upon being admitted to practice 
became assvciated with him, and upto the 
breaking out of the war the firmof Rawlins & 
Sheean was one of the most prominent of the 
profession in the City of Galena. Mr. 
Sbeean is at present one of the leading law- 
vers in Northern Lilinoig. 

While Rawlins developed a natural genius 
for war he was not dependent upon military 
achievements fot a successful career. While 
the early friends of .Grant and Rawlins do not 
fully concur with some authorities in the 
statement that Gen. Rawlins constituted the 
moral and aggressive side of Gen. Grants 
character, it is generally admitted that 


upon Rawlins Ulysses Grant leaned for 


moral strength and support in his great and 
enduring work,’’ and Grant himself confessed 
that upon Rawlins’ sympathy, counsel, and 
candor he rested with implicit trust and no 
one but himself knew how great was Raw- 

s influence“ and how it contributed to the 
great leader’s success. | 

As a lawyer Rawlius won an enviable repu- 
tation at the commencement of his practice, 
Notwithstanding bis limited educational 
advantages, he was gifted with an exception- 
ally fine command of language, was a natural 
orator, and wonderfully eloquent. Add to 
these talents a soaring ainbition there is great 
reason to believe that, had he lived, he would 
have shone in the legal or the political 
world. | 

A Suecessfal Courtship, 


He was by no means a society man, but was | 


inclined to be ill at ease when there was any 
oceasion for so¢ial conventionalities. Even 
his nearest friends were amazed when they 
learned that he had suminoned up courage to 
carry on his courtship favorably for all par- 
ties most concerned. But John A. Rawlins 
was a successful lawyer and usually won his 
suits when he made an effort, as he was cer- 
tain of doing when there were adversaries 
contending “against him.

That memorable meeting so 
often alluded to was held at the Galena Court- 
House, when Capt. Ulysses Grant was chosen 
to preside and for the first time made himself 
known, even by sight, to more than half of 
bie fellow-citizens. Part distinction was for 
the moment forgotten. eh man sat there 
wondering how his neighbor stood regarding 
the great question of the day. Speeches were 
made by prominent citizens. Finally young 
John Rawlins was called upon to address the 
meeting, and instead of deprecating the Union 
as was expected, he made that 8 
speech which will never be forgotten by those 
who listened to him. I have been a Dem- 
ocrat all my lite,“ he said, but this is no 
longer a question of politics. It is simply

Grant, who 
had always been a Democrat, it is said, was 
so deeply impressed by Rawlins’ words that he 
immediately offered his services to his coun- 
try, and from that hour dates the warm friend- 
ship which thereafter existed between the two 
men, and the first act of Grant after having 
been assigned to the command of a brigade— 
Aug. 17, 1861—was to offer Rawlins the post 
of aide-de-eamp on his staff. 
About the time that the war broke out Mr. 
Rawlins took his wife with their three little 
‘children to her former home in Goshen, N. V., 
hoping that a change of climate and scene 
might benefit her rapidly failing health, 
She lived, however, but a few weeks after 
reaching her former home. Soon after her 
death Rawlins returned to Galena and later 
joined Grant at Cairo, and from that time un- 
til the close of the war was with him con- 
stantly, with the exception of two months in 
the early autumn of 1864, when he was absent 
on sick leave. He was promoted Major in 
April, . 1862; Lieutenant-Colonel November, 
1862; Brigadier-General of Volunteers August, 
1863; Brevet Major-General of the Unit 
Stetes army March 13, 1866; and Secretary of 
War March 9, 1869, which office he held until 
his death. | 
In addition to his wonderful talents Gen, 
Rawlins possessed a natural genius for war, 
although “upto his entry into the army he 
had never seen a company of uniformed sol- 
diers nor read a book on tactics or military 
organization, but he soon developed rare ad- 
m Chiet at" and executive abilities. His rank 
as Chief of Staff to 
was gained in a steady line of promotion and 
by services modest and efficient, like those 
of his great chief. Early after joining Grant 
Rawlins acquired great influence with him, 
He was bold, resolute, outspoken in his coun- 
sel, and never hesitated to give his opinion 
upon matters of importance, whether it was 
asked or not. Grant has himself said that 
Rawlins was more nearly indispensable to him 
than any other officer in the army. “He was 
a man of austere habits, severe morals, ag- 
gressive temper, and of inflexible will, resolu- 
tion, and courage. He verified, rearranged, 
and zewrote, when necessary, all the state- 
ments of Grant’s official reports, adhering as 
closely as possible to Grant's original drafts, 
but making them confarin to the facts as they 
were understood at headquarters. His views 
on questions relating‘ to the affairs of war 
were sound and vigorous, and always of vast 
importance in Gen. Grant's decisions concern- 


the subsequent military services of Gen. Raw- 
lins. Grant has said of him, Had he started 
in this war in the line instead of on the staff 
there is every probability that he would have 
been one of our shining lights,’ and no his- 
tory of the great commander can be complete 
N frequent allusions to his Chief ot 
Staff. 

Among the few war relics prized by the 
family of Gen. Rawlins is a cane. In de- 
scending the hill after the battle of Leok- 
out Mountain Gen. Rawlins cut à branch from 
the limb of a tree, stripped it of its twigs, in- 
tending to keep it as a memento of the oo- 
casion. A friend asked permission to take it 
to show it” to an acquaintance, and when 
he returned the stick to its owner it had been 
polished, the many notches trimmed, and 
upon each knot a letter in its turn from tip to 
end reads L-U-O-K-0-.U-T M-.O-U-N-T-A-LN, 
The cane is mounted with an engraven silver 
plate. 

Gen. Rawlins visited Galena for the last 
time while he was Secretary of War, suffering 
acutely at the time from pulmonary consump- 
tion, contracted by exposure during the cam- 
paigns. He died soon after while an in- 
cumbent of this office., Should an attempt 
be made to criticise this character, which bore 
the Closest scrutiny, there could be but little 
recalled which one could censure, so com- 
pletely were His failings hidden by his virtucs. 
Here strength and gentleness were most har- 
monio‘igly blended. He was ever gentleman- 
ly and agreeable in his intercourse with his 
fellow+-men and loyal in his friendships. 

Gen, Rawlins died at the early age of 38 
years, at the home of his friend, Gen. Giles 
A. Smith, at Washington, D. C. Scarcely past 
the morning of life, but during these few 
years be had wrought vigorously and cheerful- 
ly, overcoming many obstacles, and finally 
gained a position which commandéd the os- 
teem and confidence of the most honorable 
men of the land. He was twice married, his 
second wife surviving him one year. The one 
child of this marriage died before his own 
death. The children of his first wife are still 
living. Two daughters, married, are one in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., the other in New Jersey. 
The son James, at present, is at the home 
stead in East Galena.

Flax Culture in the United States. 

Cn, April 9.— Editor of The Tribune. | 
The large area of flax sown in the United 
States the last year, and the agitation of the 
question of a substitute for so much cotton in the 
South, indicates that the country may be ready 
for some improvement in this crop. In the 
United States flax is grown for the seed alone. 
In Ireland it is grown for the fiber alone. In all 
other countries it is grown for both the seed 
and the fiber. 

The general impression in the United States is 
that the climate is not adapted to growing flax 
for the fiber, and that flax can only be grown in 
the Northern States. The only way to disprove 
these impressions is to grow the flax and test the 
8 ot so doing.

In Belgium the flax 
is pulled and held over till the water is warm in 
May and June. The irish farmer is compelled to 
put his 1 at once in steep because the frequent 
rains t his drying, “winning,” or curing 
it, and the season is so short that if not at once 
put in steep the water would be i yen to do the 
work. Belgium holds the flax over for the ben- 
elit given it of agmg, ripening, and mellowing. 
With the growth of tbe number of the flax- 

spinning mills, where flax is u for carpet 
warps, coarse and fine crashes, there is 
now likely to be a considerable demand 
for a medium character of flax, and with that 
demand it is likely rapid processec of 
thrashing and at the same time saving the straw 
will come into use. It is also quite probable that 
middlemen will be prevared to take charge of the 
flax before „ or the straw afterwards at 
a living price to the farmer, whether pulled or 
cut with a reaper and binder. 

By far the greater portion of flax grown for the 
seed is only of value for parer stock, for the pro- 
duction of which there are new processes at work.

COOK COUNTY HOSPITAL PAVILION. 


The Plans for the Structure aud Interest- 
ing Facts and Figures About It. 

The new Cook County Hospital Pavilion, 
which was planned by County Architect Otto 
H. Matz, will be located on the hospital 
grounds, near Lincoln and Harrison streets. 
In area it will be 55x192 feet, exclusive of the 
corridor connecting it with the present med- 
ical pavilion, It will be four stories with spa- 
cious attic. The interior frame work will be 
constructed of cast iron columns, steel girders, 
and fiGer beams in a substantial manner, and 
inclosed by Bedford stone and brick- 
work, faced with Chicago hydraulic pressed 
brick and trimmed with stone and terra-cotta.

viding room for 200 beds. There will be com- 
modious open stairways and hydraulic eleva- 
tors. The fourth floor is devoted to wards 
for private and general purposes, and for con- 
2 diseases.

Those partitions which are not 
of solid brick or tiling will be constructed of 
channel iron, expanded metal, and adamant. 
The system of ventilation and heating has 
been studied with great care. ‘The cost of the 
pavilion will be $82,000, and, if the contracts 
are let without much Gelay, it will be ready 
for occupancy by November next. 

Commissioner Spofford said : 
„That — will give us 300 beds at about 
$275 each. The beds in the Kankakee Asylum 
cottages cost the State about $500 each. Sim- 
ilar structures put up in this county cost many 
times that amount, for they were erected in 
boodle times.

After Garfield Was Shot. 


I never had anything more than casual con- 
versations with President Garfield during his 
career as a Congressman.’ The uuusual expe- 
rience in connection with this President oc- 
curred July 2, 1881. I was in the White House 
when the assassinated President was brought 
there. The White House was closed 
diately after his arrival and sentri®@s were 
pl about the grounds. For some 
six hours I was the only correspond- 
ent in the White House. 80 
great was the confusion and demoraliza- 
tion of that day that my presence there was 
not noted as anything unusual. I was in the 
President’s bedroom, and was even permitted 
to remain in the rooin where the first Cabinet 
meeting was hastily convened for the purpose 
of listening tothe reports ef the surgeons. 
From Mr. Blame's own lips I heard the story 
of the assassination, for every one will re- 
member that it was he that stood at the right 
of the President when Guiteau fired the fatal 
such an occasion it was the very 
climax of good fortune that I was enabled to 
be in sucha position where I could learn from 
first hands the true story of the terrible inci- 
dent of this most extraordinary day. 

_ Brought to the White House. 


imme 


It was by mere charice tliut I was ont of tea] As 


at the early hour that the assassination took 
place. In my ordinary life of a correspondent, 
being up quite late, I very rarely went out of 
the house until after my 10 o’clock breakfast. 
The President was shot in the neighborhood 
of 9 o’clock in the morning. He was on bis 
way to the seashore fora long summer holi- 
a: y. He was to be accompanied by several 
of his Cabmet Ministers. It was this absence 
of all of the leading officials of the government 
which had secured for myself a vacation. I 
was all packed up to go away for three months, 
and was to leave by a tram later in the day, 
but I was obliged to be up that morning in 
order to keep an appointment with Gen. Mac- 
feely, Commissary General. As I came into 
his office, known as the old Seward wansion, 
diagonally across the square from the White 
House. I found the General standing. pale with 
excitement, at the telephone. He called out as 
1 cate in: President Garfield has just been 
shot. I thought at first that the General was 
joking, but his earnestness soon assured me 
that spoke the truth. He did not know 
whether the President was merely wounded or 
dead, as the telephone convection had been 
shut off after the first startling message had 
arrived. 

Guided by some good spirit, I rushed over 
to the White House, calculating that at least I 
might there for the moment hear more de- 
tails and that in almost any event the Presi- 
dent would be certain to be brought back 
there. This surmise fortunately proved cor- 
rect. The President, borne upon a litter, 
came within five. minutes later. The first 
shock of the wound had passed; he was con- 


scious and his‘ face showed little trace of 


the agony he suffered. He looked up 
pluckily at the group of attendants and 
servants near door as he arrived 
and waved his hand to them as he was 
carried through and up the private entrance 
into the living rooms at the south part of the 
house. He was carried into the large bed- 
room opent out of the library. There the 
surgeons, under the direction of Dr. Bliss, 
who had been summoned to the station, made 
the first exumination. The Cabinet Ministers 
met in his library and there received reports 
nearly every moment of the President’s con- 
dition. I was permitted to remain, and while 
the physician in charge was very careful in all 
that he said it was plain to be inferred that he 
thought the President had received a fatal 
wound, 
At Elberon. 

The second picture was at Elberon upon the 
night of the President’s death, Sept. 19. The 
President was in a cottage isolated from the 
hotel. The eottage was surrounded by seht- 
ries, so that no one could approach except the 
attendants. Not even a Cabinet Minister vis- 
ited the cottage during this black evening. 

I had made an arrangement with ons of the 
attendants employed by the White House to 
give me the earliest possible news of the fatal 
termination of the President's illness. In the 

rch of the hotel there were three or four 
— people waiting for news. The 
night was very black, there was a strong 
wind in from the sea which brought a roar- 
ing surf beating with such force as to make 
the ground vibrate in the neighborhood of the 
President's e. The air was filled with 
tiecks of spray. Attorney-General came 
into the group and every one addressed him 
for news, I was upon the outskirts of the 
crowd just outside the. narrow range of light

He felt in advance the savagery of the abuse

engaged in a political broil with the President 
and which had led indirectly to his death. As 
he faced the angry and trying future he broke 
down completely and wept like a schoolboy. 
Such a paroxyem of grief upon the part of a 
strong man I had never seen before. When I 
left the house Senator Jones was seated near 
the weeping Vice-President ‘urging him to re- 

ain his self-control. Yet this Senatorial 
riend, who stood by Mr. Arthur in this most 
trying of times, was one of the first to be for- 
gotten. Influence counted for but httle when 
once Mr. Arthur became President. 

Login Was Right. 

Mr. Arthur used to have the credit of bei 
an adroit politician, but in national polities 
do not think he ever exhibited any especial 
adroitness. He was one of the few men con- 
sulted by Senator Roscoe Conkling before the 
latter resigned his seat in the Senate, 

I know that he ppposed the step, because I 
heard Mr. Arthur say so the day the resigna- 
tions were read in the Senate. I came upon 
the Senate floor just after the adjournment 
which had followed the sensation of the resig- 
nations to speak to Senator Logan. Gen. 
Logan at that time had maintained most in- 
timate relations with Senator Conkling and 
was supposed to be one of his warmest ad 
mirers. Yet Conk had not said one word 
to an u the subject of his resignation. 
s Arthur from the Chair of Pre- 
siding Officer to the Senate he advanced to 
Logan and said to him in my hearing: 0, 
it is all right, Logan.

I found Gov. Cleveland, fortunately, alone, 
with the exception of his secretary, Col. Dan 
Lamont, who was at a little desk behind 
him, Cleveland’s manner rather suggest- 
ed at this time the offhand, brusque 
style of the Captain of a man-of-war. 
He called out to ne in loud, rotund t nes 
in a sort of an Ahoy there! way, to give an 
account of myself. did so by telling him 
from what port I had started and the object 
of my call upon him. Fshall never forget the 
look of rapturous surprise which spread over 
the broad face of Gov. Cleveland when I 
asked permission to write the story of his 
life as a Presidential candidate. He burst 
into a regular roaring laugh and turned to his 
secretary as he said; Lamont, that is a 


good joke, isn’t it? Here is a young man 


who has come all the way from Washington tc 
write me up as a Presidential candidate. 

Col. Lamont, good and faithful subordinate 
that he was, echoed Mr. Cleveland’s laugh.

Cleveland’s inauguration Mr. Blaine came to 
Washington to reside. I asked him one day 
if he had ever met Mr. Cleveland. , 

No,“ he said. but I intend to call upon 
him. i have asked Secretary Lamar to ar- 
range an appointment, but he has evidentiy 
forgotten it.“ Then, to my surprise, Mr. 
Blaine asked me to call at the White House to 
make the arrangement. My call and request 
made a small sensation. Mr. Biaine's polite- 
ness was appreciated in its true spirit by Mr. 
Cleveland. An appofutment wes made for 5 
o’clock in the afternoon the followmg day. 
The interview passed off pleasantly. Mr. 
Blaine said afterward that the conversation 
was confined absolutely to commonplace 
topics. He observed the ebiquette of vailing 
upon a high official by permitting him to lead 
and control the conversation, It is the only 
instance I have ever heard of where the de- 
feated candidate for the Presidency has ever 
paid a call of. absolute ceremony upon the 
successful candidate. 


Glimpses of Harrison. 
I first met President Harrisun when he was 


In United States Senator. My first impression 


of him ts the same that is experienced by 
nearly every one in a first meeting with him. 
He had the air then of being very cold, very 
self-opinionated, and with but narrow sympa- 
thies. It always needs more thau a casual ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Harrison to appreciate 
and arrive at a knowledge of his true charac- 
ter. : 
A Good Talker. 

My first experience with President Harrison 
in a newspaper Way Was at another time. This 
was prior to the Chicago contention which 
nominated Mr. Blaine. Tar Cuicaco Turn- 
UNE asked me to write a sketch of Mr. Harri- 
son's life, as he was one of the candidates 
then. I called at the house which he then bo- 
cupied, on Fourteenth street, and told him 
what I wanted. I was anxious to have from 
his own lips the material necessary to write 
a correct biography @f his life. The 
best evidence possible of his simplicity 
of character and ack of vanity 
was shown in the Fay he responded 
to this request. There was not the slightest 
assumptien of mock modesty. He complied 
with civility and told the story of his life in 
the privacy of his library, with the same clear- 
ness, conciseness, and lack of personal color 
as if he had been telling the story of the career 
of sume one else. In the presentation of the 
salient facts of his history he showed the clear, 
eoncise intellect of a lawyer who understands 
how to present the essential features while 
eliminating t

could get to see him as easily as I could get to 


see any member of Congress. Wher I was in 
bis presence he would talk as freely as he did 
when my acquaintance with him teally began 
at Augusta. But it was always with the un- 
derstanding that none of it was to be used as 
conversation with himself. Some of the beat 
pieces of news, some of the keenest observa- 
tions which I used in my letters. IL had from 
Mr. Harrison himself. I could always obtain 
much mors interesting material from the 
President than from Mr. Blaine, because the 
President seemed to have a much better 
knowledge of the general situation of politics 
and what constituted news than the brilliant 
Secretary of State, whose mind was wholly 
absorbed in the field of diplomacy. 

The material for the interview which was 
published in New York. was selected from 
conversation running through two or three 
weeks. The principal conversation was, how- 
ever. obtained during a ride with the Presi- 
dent. Mr. Harrison, who is fond of driving 
a pair of horses attached to a light Brewster 
buggy, invited me.to..go out with him one 
February afternoon. I was then with hiw 
for a drive ot upward of three hours. The 
President out of doors and in the country, 
freed from all restraints, talked with great 
rapidity and emphasis. He went over nearly 
all of the history of his administration, giving 
most intimate and .interesting pictures of 
the trend of events from his point of view. 
This was coupled with caustic and pointed 
criticism of some of the peculiarities of men 
who were opposing him. A full and accurate 
verbatim report of all he said would have 
tilled at least three pages. None of.the per- 
sonal part can be more than alluded to. It 
was easy to see, however, that the President’s 
combative disp sition chafed at times under 
the restraints of his office. 

The sort of Men. He Has to Deal With. 

The President is often attacked when, if he 
were permitted to reply, his opponent would 
be completely knocked out. Inis can be il- 
lustrated in no better way than by giving a 
story that the President told in that talk of a 
certain public man who, although a Repub- 
lican, had become practically an opponent of 
the administration. 

This official sent one day to the President an 
applicant for office with a letter of the most 
cordial indorsement. It was a letter written 
in such terms of eulogy: that the President felt 
that if the bearer of it was worthy of the en- 
comiums heaped upon him nothing short of a 
Cabinet office would be his due. He took the 
matter under consideration in connection with 
an important appointment. The next day the 
high official, who was a leading member of 
Congress, called upon him, and in the course 
of the cali the President said: Do you really 
want this man appointed. 

Not at all,“ was the reply; he is the big- 
gest scoundrel in the Stute, and I meant to 
have sent you a letter yesterday to pay no at- 
tention to the letter of indorsement.’’ 

Several months after the member of Con- 
gress culled upon the President for the pur- 
pose of asking him to help secure his own re- 
election. The President treated him with 
great civility, but gave him no encouraye- 
ment. It was with difficulty that he controlled 
hiinself so as not to hand over to the member 
of Congress a letter which the applicant men- 
tioned above had sent to the President that 
morning. The letter was from the member of 
Congress to his cunstityent, explaining to him 
why he had not received bis appointment. He 
said in this letter that Harrison was a failure 
as President, had no real appreciation of work- 


ing Republicans, and that it was impossible to | 


obtain anything fiom him. I think the Presi- 
dent must have had great self-control to have 
listened calmly to the pleadings of such a ly- 
ing hypocrite as this particular public man in 
question. The story is valuable in illustrating 
the point that in most of the stories against 
the Prezident it is possible that if the Presi- 
dent's story of thesame thing could be known 
quite a different impression would be created.

A TREE WITH A PRACTICAL HISTORY. 


Why One of Kenwood’s Features Has a 
Fence Around It, 

Thousands of people who daily pass Ken- 
wood Station on the Illinois Central have 
noticed the splendid tree which stands in the 
middle of the roadway, just north of the 
depot, surrounded by a neat fence. In sum- 
mer a glance at its foliage is rest ful in itself: 
in winter it stands a monument of nature im- 
pervious to the blustering winds of the lake. 

Just how many times the ra-by have 
wondered what in the world history of the 
tree was it is hard tosay. All venerate it, 
and even many of the very residents of aristo- 
cratic Kenwood when asked voncerni it, 
say they ‘can’t recall just what event in Hyde 
Park’s history the big tree represents.” So 
the wonder of the curious has weaved a story 
about the tree util by any number of persons 
it is considered one of the treasures of Hyde 
Park—or Ken wood—a Western Charter Oak, 
as it were. 

But the Hyde-Parker who has dwelt in the 
country around Forty-seventh street and the 
Lake-Front since the days before the Illinois

In con- 
sequence the fence kept the stock away, while 
the Hyde-Parkers paid strict attention to 
Central. :

An Old Stager Whose (de@olness Saved the 
Lives of His Passencers. 

Omaha Bee: The heroism and bravery of 
Robert Emery is an example to every schooi- 
bey in Nebraska today. age County has the 
honor of being his home and Beatrice his abid- 
ing place, 

In 1864 Robert Emery was a stage driver 
along the St. Joe and Denver route. In Au- 
gust of that year occurred the at Indian 
raid, when so many settlers lost their lives. 
There were nine passengers in his coach, 


seven men and two ladies, Although 
exceedingly dangerous, he offered to 
drive to Liberty rm, Where his 


brother Charles lived. The morning of 
Aug. 9, 1864, was beautiful. The sky was 
clear, and a cool, refreshing breeze came up 
from the northwest. The coach left the sta- 
tion of Big Sandy with its freight of human 
lives drawn by four large and mettled steeds, 
in which the driver had unbounded confidence 
and over them perfect control. The journey 
was without accident or unusual incident un- 
til about 11 o’clock, up to which time no signs 
of Indians had been seen. But, just as the 
lead horses had passed over the hill and were 
on a spur that led into the bottom land or 
valley—this was narrow and bordered on either 
side by deep ravines, worn by the water—and 
before the coach had commencéd the descent 
the driver discovered a band of Indians about 
thirty rods in advance. He wheeled the horses 
in an instant—two rods further on he could 
not have accomplished the turn—and, laying 
the whip to their backs, commenced an im- 
petuous retreat. The passengers were terri- 
tied and were at once on their feet. Emery 
said: If you value your lives for God's sake 
keep your seats or we are lost. 

The Indians. about fifty in number, gave 
chase with their terrifying yell, and for about 
three miles, which were accomplished in about 
twelve minutes, pursued and pursuers made 
the most desperate efforts at speed. The sav- 
age yells of those bloodthirsty villains and the 
wails of despair of the men and women in the 
coach are past the power of pen to describe. 
But to the glory of the driver be it said that 
he was the only steady-nerved and unexcited 
person in this memorable chase, The coach 
bristled with arrows, like quills upon the 
fretful poreupine.’’ They grazed young 


head of the wheel horse, but the young man 
heeded nothing but his driving. 

There were two points at which all would 
have been lost but for the driver’s wonderful 
presence of mind. There were two abrupt 
turns in the road where the coach would have 
been thrown over had he not brought the 
tearn to a halt and turned with care. This he 
did to the dismay of some of the passangers, 
who saw escape only in speed, but their subse- 
quent praise of his conduct was as great as his 
courage was cool and calcuiating. George Con- 
stable, who was conductimg an ox train over the 
route, saw the coach about a mile ahead, and 
at once corralled his twenty-five wagons. The 
brave driver drove his nine passengers intothis 
sheiter and safety. Words could notexpress the 
gratitude felt for their hero and deliverer, In 
the deliriuin of delight they embraced and 
kissed him and thanked God that he had held 
the lines and that they were in a position 
where they could not interfere. The noble 
steeds were not forgotten. The passengers 
petted them and cast their arms about their 
necks with feelings of grateful emotion. 

This memorable drive would never be for- 
gotten, though not recorded here, for the 
story would be handed down to posterity by 
the successive generations of the saved. The 
hero of that day’s chase won not his best 
laurels in that hour, for wherever he was 
known his gentle manner and kind deeds won 
for him a welcome in every heart. Devoid of 
boastful pretense, he wore meekly his well- 
deserved honors, and silently carried a hero’s 
heart. His health was frail, and in about a 
year he was prostrated with fever, and, while 
upon his deathbed, yet still conscious, Mrs. 
Randolph, one of the number he saved from a 
horrible death, placed upon his finger a beau- 
tiful gold ring in which wasengraved the fol- 
lowing: E., Umphrey, G. C. dolph, and 
Hattie P. Randolph to Robert Emery, in ac- 
knowledgment of what we gwe to his cool 
conduet and good driving Tuesday, Aug. 9 
1864. Soon after this he away from 
these scenes of warfare to the silent and peace- 
ful realm of rie dead. doctor who at- 
tended him in his last hours eulogized him as 
2 hero and one of the noblest of man- 

ind.

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VARYING LENGTH OF HUMAN LIFE. 


People Who Die Soonest and Places Where 
Death Is Most Frequent. 

Atlanta Constitution: So, also, each animal 
has a certain time which it ean live; it is like 
a machine constructed to run so long and no 
longer. For most animals this time is about 
five times that required for the animal to ob- 
tain its full growth and development, which in 
man occurs when he is from 20 to 22 years 
old, so that he ought to live from 100 to 110 
years. Asa matter of fact the average life of 

the babies that come into the world is only 

t 38 years: few live to be over 90, and not 
more than .one out of 2,000 sees his 100th 
birthday. Is this due to original differences 
in the babies themselves or in the way they are 
brought up, in the places in which they live, 
in the air they breathe, and in their mode of 
hfe after they become full-grown? To an- 
swer these questions one of the first things we 
want to know is whether people die equally 
fast. everywhere, and if not, where is it that 
die soonest or live longest, The answer 
to this is that people die much more rapidly 
in some countries than in others; for instance, 
they die twice as fast in Hungary as they do 
5 A b 2 the * * but of every 
persons living in ollowing coun- 
tries, there died: In England, 18; in Nor- 
way, 17; in Sweden, 16; in Austria, 27; in 
Hungary, $2; in Germany, 23; in France, 21, 
and in Italy, 25. How many died in the 
United States we do not know, because no ac. 
count of them was kept in the greater part of 
the enuante) Sut it was probably 17 or 18 out 
of each 1,000 living. We do know, however, 
that they died faster in some cities than in 
others.

Orthodox Church, No. 11 Union street, for the 
first time last Sunday and were repeated every 


evening during holy week. Haster services |. 


will be held today at 2 p. m. 

With the ministrations of the Rev. Panaghi- 
otis Fiambolis, who arrived in Chicago from 
Athens April 6, the Church of the Annuncia- 
tion was founded. 

There wes no corner-stone vine, no elab- 
orate ceremonial, for the Greeks of Chicago 
are not in the position yet to have a church 
building of their own, though they expect to 
have one soon. home of the new congre- 
gation is on the floor of the building at 
the northeast corner of West Randolph and 
Union streets, but, though the walls were bare 
of decorations, the earnest faces of the wor- 


shipers showed that they took 10 account of 


their surroundings. 


The services lasted from 8 o’clock until 11,

What the Service Is, 
The service of the Greek Church resembles

“The differences between the two are 
many. Originally they were one, and the 
five patriarchs at Constantinople, Antioch, 
Jerusalem, and Rome were 
originally equal, but the Church of Rome in- 
troduced new dogmas which we would not ac- 
cept. Theclaim of the Popes to be the suc- 
cessors of St. Peter was not heard of until the 
eighth century, and the Eastern Church would 
not accept it nor admit the infallibility 
of the Pope. The Church of Rome 
changed our faith, too. by the 
belief that the Holy Spirit descends 
from the Father and the Son, while we believe 
it descends from the Father through the Son, 
and this led to a final separation of the two 
churches in the eighth century. They changed 
the mysteries, the communication of the sac- 
rament, giving only the bread, because the 
wine was said to be the real blood of Christ. 
The ancient “church: gave beth body 
and blood, bre and winé, for the 
Father says It shall be both meat and drink.’ 
Koman church constructed a new dogma 
—that of n we do not accept, 
though we pray for the souls of the dead. The 
priests of the Orthodox church may marry.”’ 
The interpreter, Mr. Swaronas, told how
